SUBJECT; STATUS OF CASES OK SECURITY I ITDSX SUBJECTS 

^ In connection with the recent inspection of the Los Angeles Office 

// and with reference to rcatters discussed at the security conference held at 
• * the Bureau on April 2 and 3> 1551^ it is desired to submit to the Bureau a 
/ recoHL-aendation fron the Los Angeles Office regardin(^ the status of cases 

on security index subjects. 

The field offices of the Bureau certainly recognize the importance 
of the security index prcgrara, and according to public inforication that has 
appeared frcic tice to time, statercents concerninij the security index prograza 
have been made by the Director to Congressional committees. The latest 
reference to the general subject that has been noticed appeared in the 
"Los Angeles Mirror" on March 50, 1951, in the coluirn of ROBERT 3. ALLEN 
under a v:a;5hlngtcn dateline. A copy of this is attached for the Bureau's 
Infonnation. This item attributes the Director with stating, "We have a 
complete index on all of then and we keep it up to date constantly.... 
•we consider it one of our most important ones (jobs). The security of the 
nation is at stake and we are taking no chances with this element/' 

It is pointed cut to the Bureau that in spite cf the iniport^nce • 
of this particular program under the current restrictions, once these 
cases have been worked up they are kept in a closed status. There is no 
uniformity in 'the field with reference to the reopenin^ of these cases 
at the time the addresses and places of employment are verified periodically* 
Actually, it has been the experience in this office that in many of these 
cases a considerable sziount of work is necessary wto bring these matter6 
up to date, and therefore it is felt that the cases shuuld be reooened 
and assigned. Otherwise with huudreds of such cases we are devoting a 
lar^je number cf man hours to work which never shows up on any report , 
accounting for the time of the a.-^ents. To reopen these cases and close 
th3m again does put a trem^endous burden on the Chief Clerk's office; 
therefore it is recorrmended that the cases be placed in a pending inactive 
status and kept that way at all times. 

One advantage in actually assij.-nin:.?: the cases is that each arent 
to Whom a case is assi'j;ned, reco^rnizinn that his resi)onsibility is fixed 
by the issuLince cf an ass L::njr:ent card, will ^;o to CLnsiderable len.'/tas to 
establlsa contacts cnau will thereafter immediately rej^ort to him any cnange 
in the suoject's daily routine or ca?\n;c'' of occiK^ation L>r rei^ldeno-^. CCiii- 
tinuous assi^jTLTient will result in familiarity wita tti^^ tiul^cct's oack.jrouni

Which may be of considerable assistance later in effecting the apprehension 
of the individual if he ic not readily locctcd by some police officer or 
aeent. It is r':ali2'?d that in scxc cfficec the number of security indox 
subjects is such that specific assieinrcents cfan be given to afrents and the 
agents held responsible for knowing the activities of these persons, and 
in event of 2mer,rency the argents knew thry vill personally have to appre- 
hend these specific individuals. Hcvever, in a larje office such as Los 
Angeles, where it will not be possible for the a;Tents to inake the appre- 
hensions in irany instances, for we must necessarily rely on other law 
enforcenent officers to a considere.ble extent, we cannot make the assifjn- 
ments to a-^enta with the can: e objective in luind. Conseqiaently, it is felt 
that the cases .should be specifically assi^jnea and kept in a p'indin£; sxatus 
at all tiraes .
